Here there are no regulations, 
no controls. Anyone can install, 
and many have installed septic 
tanks, dry wells, or simply run 
their sewage lines or drain fields 
into a neighboring creek, not to 
mention often times into an aban­ 
doned well. One vein of water 
may feed any number of wells. 
The public has been deluged 
with 
letters, 
articles, 
petitions 
against the practice of landfill as 
a method of disposing of garbage. 
How much more concerned we 
should be about the pollution of 
wrells and streams through ignor­ 
ance and an attitude of disinter­ 
est. 
You ask is it any concern of 
ours what property owners do 
with their own land? It is of di­ 
rect importance not only for water 
for human consumption but for 
domestic animals that furnish our 
food supplies aud milk. Wells are 
still being drilled 
beside barn­ 
yards and sewage systems are 
still being placed within a close 
distance of wells. 
Some forward thinking members 
of our state 
Legislature 
have 
tried time and again to have a 
plumbing code set up only to be 
defeated. By whom? By those who 
who directly benefit bv supplying 
those citizens who belong to the 
“do-it-yourself* ideology. No dis­ 
credit meant for this movement 
of “do-it-yourself* which is fine 
when the individual understands 
fully what he is doing and when 
it concerns only himself. How­ 
ever, when the work affects the 
health of others, then controls are 
vitally important. 
We should also have grave con­ 
cern for the wanton waste of 
water 
which 
is 
finally, 
many 
years too late. being brought to 
public attention. 
A dedicated citizenry can work 
wonders. Organized and individual 
effort will awaken legislators to 
their responsibility of establishing 
necessary 
controls.
